Growing 
Ueetd. 


The reports of the United States De- 


partment of Agriculture indicate that 
in the States of. California, Colorado, 
Nebraska and Michigan the sugar beets 
can lie grown of such quality that they 
can be used profitably for sugar-mak- 
ing, if they can, be 
bought cheaply 


enough. This also is true of some sec- 
tions of New York, and a few tests lead 
them to believe that they also can be 
grown hi Utah, Idaho and Oregon, with 
a percentage of sugar high enough to 
warrant sugar being made from them. 
But several hundred samples tested 
from Iowa showed that the sugar con- 
tent fell just short of the average stand- 
ard tlxed for successful 
manufacture. 


Of Illinois and Indiana beets the re- 
port says, "both tlie contents of sugar 
and co-etllcient of purity were below 
the standard." Of Kansas it is reported 
that "the climate is not suitable for 
growing high-grade beets." In Okla- 
homa the conditions are not called fa- 
vorable, and the chemists report Hint, 
on the whole. Ohio Is not adapted to 
growing sugar beets. The department 
tries to make as favorable report as 
possible for the new Industry, but It has 
nothing lo say about the profit or loss 
to the farmers, who cannot average fif- 
teen Ions to the acre, and must cart 
them or pay transportation to the fac- 
tory at a price of $-1 per ton. In this 
State It would be hard to get a man to 
load them, carry them live miles and 
unload Ihcm for much less than that 
after they were grown and harvested.

Driukiug water ou farms is given but ; 


little 
consideration 
as to its purity } 


when it is derived froiu springs. Inn j 
uiauy farms are supplied with water 
from oiK'ii wells, and its purity in sudi 
cases depends largely upon the mode; 
of protecting the well and the surround- 
ings. Wells being deeper than ditches 
or drains, and the tendency of water 
being downward, much soluble matter 
gets into the well that is unknown to 
the fanner. 
The water may appear 


clear and pure, be free of odor, and yet 
contain impurities. Farmers who do not 
consider the matter have no concep- 
tion of tlie many sources from whicli 
their drinking water is obtained. 
It 


comes from the clouds, of course, but it 
does not fall into the well, only reach- 
ing it after passing through the surface 
soil and dissolving the impurities. Be- 
cause (tie water passes through sand it 
is not filtered of the soluble matter. If 
salt Is dissolved in water the salt is not 
removed by filtering, as the dissolved 
salt will go with the water to the low- 
esl place. If the well is open there may 
be 
toads 
and insects in the water, 


which drown and decompose. The wells 
should be covered and the surroundings 
kept clean, with good drainage in all 
directions. Driven wells are better than 
those that are open, and should he used 
In preference.--Philadelphia Itecord.

has influenced the markets of the coun- 
try is not fully appreciated or there 
would have been a stronger demand for 
ils regulation long before this.—Dairy 
and Creamery.

Seeding with Clover. 


When 
clover is sown early in (.be 


spring on the crop of wheat or other 
winter grain, it may cost nothing but 
the price of the seed, which 
is not 


.much, whether ten or fifteen pounds is 
used to the acre, and the labor ot sow- 
ing, yet we would prefer to increase its 
cost by going over the wheat with a 
light, or smoothing harrow before sow- 
ing the clover seed, says the New Kng- 
land Farmer. This will benefit wheat 
or rye if done at the. right time, when 
(lie ground is not wet enough to cause 
the harrow to sink too ileup and uproot 
the plants. This makes a good seed 
bed tor the clover, and in a day or two 
after the first rain the little plants will 
be sending their roots- down into the 
soil. 


Selecting Varieties. 


It your strawberry market pays high 


prices for early fruit, large, highly col- 
ored and attractively packed, it would 
be foolish for one to raise mainly the 
mid-season sorts and market them un- 
attractively. If potatoes bring good 
prices and cabbages are a drug, don't 
raise cabbages.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Ity <.'. Kttnuindc l-aVi^ne.

WASHINGTON, D. 0., April 8.—Just 


one month has elapsed since Pros. 
Roosevelt signed a measure providing' 
for a permanent census bureau to be 
organized into a regular branch of 
(jovernmenl on July 1. Circumstances 
of legislation surrounding the pas- 
sage of the census bill, as well as 
subsequent developments,.point to the 
fact that the act had an indirect effect 
on almost every person in the classi- 
fied service in Washington and assuch 
has created continued lively interest. 
It would seem that it was made the 
keystone step toward a number of im- 
portant amendments of civil service 
rules in accord with the President's 
well known ideas of reform along this 
line. 
\Yhen chairman Hopkins of the 


House census committee, lirst report- 
ed his bill creating a permanent cen- 
sus bureau, no provision was in it for 
taking care of a large number of 
oresent census employes that would 
necessarily not be needed when the 
bureau became permanent. 
Members 


were on the alert for their proteges 
and defeated all attempts to secure a 
vote on the measure in the 
house. 


The bill was sent back to the commil- 
tee to be amended to meet the demands 
of a great majority of representatives 
so as to provide that all employes of 
the present census should be placed in 
the classified service and made eligible 
if not needed in the permanent bur- 
reau, to transfer to other departments. 
The committee made the amendment 
desired and in this form the bill passed 
house and senate. Then it went to 
the conferees of the two branches of 
congress. They consulted the Presi- 
dent and learned that he would not 
approve of any measure intended to 
blanket so large a body of clerks un- 
der the civil service law without hav- 
ing passed the original examination 
prescribed for such purpose. 
In order 


that the bill would not be vetoed, or 
perhaps for other reasons, the con- 
ferees struck out the section to cover 
all census employes under classified 
service. They substituted a wording 
that changed the language of the civil 
service clause so that the President, 
when he signed the bill, gave an in- 
terpretation with instructions to the 
secretary of the Interior that only such 
employes of the census office appoint- 
ed upon the permanent force should 
become part of the classified service. 
The conference report, with the last 
mentioned clause, was hurriedly voted 
favorably by house and senate 
and 


became a law. Not until two or three 
days after the final vote did the mem- 
bers awaken to the fact that the con- 
ference bill was a materially changed 
document and not specifically what 
they thought they voted for. 
For this 


intervention and what it accomplished 
the President is to be highly com- 
mended. It is another evidence of his 
keen grasp <uid thorough knowledge 
of affairs as they go on in Washing- 
ton. 
Instead of two thousand eligible* 


to classified service there will be onlv 
about eight hundred. 
Twelve hun- 


dred clerks must lose their places with 
the inevitable reduction of force due 
to completion of the principal portion

Corn Planting.

together than is best for large varie- 
ties: from giving shallow and level cul- 
tivation rather than deep and ridged 
cultivation: from planting rather shal- 
low early and deeper in late planting. 
Other trials have seemed to show thai 
very frequent cultivation does not re- 
pay Its cost: that it is important to cul- 
tivate as soon as may be after rains: 
that deep cultivation -while the stalk? 
are small may be helpful, if followed 
by shallow culture. ?ays the agricul- 
tural column of the Hartford Times. It 
also adds that the farmer will be bet- 
ter satisfied if he tries some experi- 
ments of this kind himself, and tries 
them more than one season, that he 
may be sure that the change in method 
and not the season has changed results. 
With all of which we agree. 


XJsinar Improved Toots. 


There is no more reason why a farm 


er should hope to work advantageously 
•with half-worn or cumbersome tools 
than the mechanic, and yet few of them 
feel that they can afford the more mod- 
em tools. This is short-sighted econ- 
omy, and particularly so in the case of 
the heavier implements, -which save so 
much hard labor. One of the tools that 
should be on every farm where consid- 
erable manure Is handled is the manure 
spreader. By the use of the manure 
spreader the heavy -work of hand- 
spreading Is not only avoided, but the 
spreader breaks up the manure and dis- 
tributes it evenly and in such form that 
it benefits the soil equally wherever it 
falls.

The conference report, -with the last 
mentioned clause, was hurriedly voted 
favorably bv- house and senate

became a law. Xot until two or three 
days after the final vote did the mem- 
bers awaken to the fact that the con- 
ference bill was a materially changed 
document and not specifically what 
they thought they voted for.

Sore Mouths In Young 
From inquiries received at the "Wis- 


consin Experiment station it is evi- 
dent that the swine raisers are losing 
many of their young- pigs by a disease 
_known as -'canker sore mouth." This 
appears to be very prevalent in many 
sections and is quite fatal where 
measures are not taken promptly to 
apply a suitable remedy. The disease 
is evidently infectious in character 
an<3 attacks young- pigs any tiuie from 
birth until six weeks old. 


The sytnptons are as follows: Large 


water blisters appear about the lips 
and snout, rapidly succeeded by much 
heat and swelling of the parts, and 
later thick brown scabs appear which 
open into deep craek«. 
These scabs 


extend over the 
face, head and in 


extreme cases even to the body and 
limbs, the joints of the latter becom- 
ing much swollen and inli<imec. 
Ul- 


cers form about the sBnout and jaws. 
eating the flesh from the bones. The ! 
pags s,how dullness, a disinclination to 
move, often retuse to suckle or do so 
in a very half hearted manner. 


To be effective, the treatment should 


be prompt and thorough. 
Prepare a 


solution of permanganate of potash, 
which can be had at any drug-store, i 
using one ounce of the crystals dis- 
solved in one gallon of water in a com- 
mon pail. The young- pigs should be 
dipped head foremost into the solution 
and kept there for a brief time. 
Re- 


peat this two or three times, giving 
the pig time to catch its breath in the 
intermissions. This treatment snveii 
ever\ day for 3 or 4 days, will effect a 
cure if the trouble is not of long 
standing. 
In extreme cases wheie 


ulcers and heavy scabs have formed 
about the jaws and nose of the pigs, 
use two ounces of the permanganate 
to one gallon of water and before dip- 
ping remove all the dead and loose 
tissue that has been eaten away. The 
sow's udder should be bathed freely 
with the solution each day. 


Remove the sow and pii^s to fresh 


quarters if possible, and see to-it that 
other successive litters are no!: keep in 
the pen where the affected pigs were 
housed until it has been thoroughly 
disinfected. Benefit will also be de- 
rived from a laxative given the sow. a 
pint of raw linseed oil in her slop 
milk will be suitable.
